Phillips Students to Be Instructed in 
Life. Saving 


Captain Robert B. Miller, Field Repre- 
sentative in Life Saving of the New England 
Diskin of ak American Red Cross, “i 
spend two beginning Monday, Ap 
16th, at Phillips p Pa og instructing. the 
students in the methods of water life saving 
advocated and taught by the Red Cross and 
giving tests which will qualify those who pass 
for membership in the American Red Cross 
Life Saving Corps. 

Captain Miller is coming to the Academy 
on the invitation of Dr. Pierson S. Page, the 
Physical director. He will first instruct the 
members of the swimming team and the 
more expert swimmers among the students 
and put them through the tests, and will 


then use the boys who qualify with the]. 


highest. percentages as instructors to assist 
im in teaching the rest of the student body. 
, The work which Captain Miller is doing 
is part of the continuous effort of the Life 
Saving Service of the American Red Cross 
to eliminate preventable loss of life by drown- 
ing by correlating and disseminating in- 
formation on water safety and devising 
systems of protection, prevention, rescue and 
resuscitation, by organizing local life-saving 
crews charged with definite volunteer patrol 
and protection service, and by giving leader- 
ship to every co-operating organization that 
has facilities for carrying on the instruction 
in water safety methods. 

The aim of the whole program is to reduce 
the tremendous toll of water deaths through- 
out the country, most of them preventable. 
In the ten years up to and including 1921, 
there were 58,249 deaths due to accidental 
drowning in the United States registration 
area. 

There are now more than 6,000 men and 
women, boys and girls in the territory of the 
New England Division of the Red Cross who 
have passed either the senior or junior tests 
qualifying them for membership in the 
American Red Cross Life Saving Corps, an 
increase of more than 3000 life savers in nine 
months, and the number is increasing 
rapidly. In the United States there are 
27,011 Red Cross life savers, according to the 
latest reports. 

Captain Miller hopes that, as a result of 
his work at the Academy, a large and active 
Life Saving Corps will be formed and that in 
time every Phillips man will be a swimmer 
and a life saver. 

The senior tests given by Captain Miller 
include the following: Disrobing in deep 
water and swimming 100 yards; surface dive 
to recover objects; front, back and under- 
water approaches to a drowning person, 
with the proper turn and carry; four rescue 
carries, preceded and followed by a 60-foot 
swim, the head carry, the cross chest carry, 
the arm-lock or hair carry and the tired 
swimmer carry; four methods of breaking 
strangle holds or “death grips,” the front 
and back strangle holds, the double grip on 
one wrist, and breaking apart two persons 
gripped in the front strangle hold; resuscita- 
tion by the prone pressure method; floating 
motionless one minute; treading water 
several seconds; one minute carry with sub- 
ject fully clothed; the fireman’s or saddle- 
carry from shallow water; taking a 
person out of the tank or onto a float un- 
assisted; an oral quiz and an essay of from 
200 to 500 words on prone pressure resuscita- 
tion. 

The junior tests are fewer in number, but 
include the most important of the senior 
tests. The senior tests are given to swim- 
mers 17 years old and over, the junior tests 
to swimmers urider 17. 


Animal Shelter to Be Established at 
Nevins Rest Home for Horses 


Neither Lawrence, nor Methuen, nor the 
Andovers, nor Shawsheen have any shelter 
or rescue service for the hundreds of their 
stray, lost, diseased, and unwanted cats, 
kittens, and dogs.

Skeleton Shows Cliff 
Dwellers Were Dwarfs 


Prescott, Ariz.—Scientists who will 
visit Prescott next summer to attempt 
to clear the mystery of the ancient 
cliff dwellings on the Verde river will 
be asked to give their attention to a 
skeleton found recently by Morris and 
Howell Payne, ranchers, living a few 
miles north of this city, 

Although the skeleton is: apparent- 
ly no larger than that of a child of 
four or five years, the skull contains 
a fully developed set of mature teeth. 

The Payne brotlrers unearthed the 
skeleton while excavating for a road 
in Granite Dells, a vast granite for- 
mation near Prescott, 

The skeleton has excited lively in- 
terest on account of the size and the 
maturity of the teeth and skull bones, 
which, one physician said, showed 
none of the evidences of immaturity 
such as would appear on an infant’s 
cranium. 

Prints of the hands of the builders 
of the well-preserved prehistoric 
dwelling known as  Montezuma’s 
castle are still seen in the mudlike 
mortar holding the stones together, 
and these prints Indicate that the 
dwellers were persons with very 
small hands. 

The tiny doorways and low cellings 
seem to bear out the theory that the 
people living there were of small 
stature. 


Crude Tin Can Still 
Saves Two in Desert 


Tucson, Ariz.i—Henry Bode, a min- 
ing engineer, and his wife, are in 
Tucson after a successful fight against 
the desert region that Hes along the 
eastern shores of the Gulf of Califor- 
nia, Their supply of water gave out 
in the hills, where no springs could 
be found, while the nearest  settle- 
ment was several days’ travel away. 

So, seeking the shore of the gulf, 
they improvised a crude distilling ap- 
paratus, mainly from a five-gallon oil 
ean and several tomato cans. Thus 
they obtained enough water for them- 
selves and four burros for ten days. 

Then the party sighted a small 
Mexican constwise trading steamer, 
which was signaled by the burning 
of palm fronds and which sent a boat 
to the beach. Retr-n to the United 
States was by way of the Port of 
Guaymas.

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EGYPTIAN RELICS 


University of Pennsylvania Is 
Sharing in Antiquary Research 
With Four Parties. 


Philadelphia, Ps.—The University 
of Pennsylvania’s Egyptian expedi- 


tion, which has been delving into | Th 


buried history at the entrance of the 
Valley of the Kings, where the tomb 
of Tut-Ankh-Amen was recently found, 
is preparing to move to a cooler 
climate to continue sesrching for 
bits of information relating to the ac- 
tivities of men in past ages. 

The university is now conducting 
four expeditions, One is in the Valley 
of the Kings, another at Memphis, 
which was the oldest capital of Egypt; 
a third in Palestine, and another in 
Babylonia, where in connection with 
the expedition of the British museum, 
an ancient temple believed to have 
been built 8,000 years before the 
birth of Christ was discovered. An- 
nouncement of the finding of this tem- 
ple was recently made, Inscriptions 
were found showing that King Nebu- 
chadnezzar repaired the place during 
his reign in the Sixth century, B, OC, 


Excavation Work Continuous. 

The university has arranged the 
work of her excavators so that when 
the hot weather season comes in one 
place they move to another, assuring 
almost continuous effort. 

The work now coming to a close is 
at Thebes in an area adjoining the 
eoncession of Lord Carnarvon, During 
the two seasons of digging at Thebes 
several tombs have been discovered 
constructed in the same wty as that 
of Tut-Ankh-Amen, but all of them open 
and looted. The objects found in each 
were not of interest to robbers, such 
as canopic jars, ushabtis, inscriptions 
and papyri. 

In the last nemed class of objects a 
really notable discovery was made at 
the close of last season, when two 
sealed pottery cylinders were found 
within the entrance chamber of a 
tomb, which contained rolls of papyri. 
These were in a perfect strte of pres- 
ervation. On the outside of each rol) 
was a document written in ancient 
Greek, and upon examination the 
papyri proved to be Demotic docu- 
ments dating from 318 B, O, to 265 
B. C. They are mostly contracts, and 
contain the business trensactions of 
a family during the period of years 
which they covered. These papyri 
are now being translated in the uni- 
versity museum, 

All of the tombs discovered on the 
museum's concession were of officials 
of the government of Thebes who 
wished to be buried near the kings, 
and whose tombs are, therefore, found 
in close proximity te the royal resting 
places, 

At the same time thet the univer- 
sity museum {s working this conces- 
sion at Thebes it is ulso excavating 


at Memphis, 14 wiles above Culro. 
where the museum expedition discov: 
ered several years rgo the royal pal- 
ace of Merenptah, xn extensive strue- 
ture covering a large aren ont in- 
closing numerous courts, The floors 


of this temple are found 25 feet below 

the surface of the ground. The lower 

walls, and sometimes doorways und 

parts of columns, are found stending 
Tut’s Father-in.Law. 

One of the Interesting dis:-overies 


made at this place ie the head of a 
life-size statue of Akhnaton, tle fu- 
ther-inlaw of Tut-Ankh-Amen. ‘The 
feetures are exquisitely modeled and 


the sensitive face is ren'‘ered ina 
wonderfully lifelike manner. 

The throne room of the Merenptali 
palace, especially the dais shows rich 
sculpture and elaborate use of color 
The ornaments and hieroglyphic in 


scriptions on the columns, and the 


stonework surrounding the doorways, 
are inlaid with beautiful pale fu en ec. 
Surrounding the throne room ure 
dressing rooms, retiring rooms. anid 
a bathroom, which originally tad run 
ning water. 

Excavation here is. still In progress, 
and its completion {ts expected to 
throw much light on the domestic and 
official life of the Pharaohs. 

Memphis was the capital of Ngypt 
from the earliest times down to about 
2,000 B; ©. - Then the’ Pharaohs moved 
their capital south to Thebes, which 
arose to great splendor. Herodotus re 
ferred to the hundred gates of Thehos 
This city remained the capital will 
Alexander the Great founded the now 
capital at Alexandria, except for that 
brief interval when Akhnaton bull 
this new capital at ‘Celj-el-Amerna in 
order that he might start everything 
in Egypt afresh; religion, art, archi- 
tecture and government. His interest 
ing experiment lasted for about 2 gen 
eration, or until Tut-Ankh-Amen re 
stored the old religion, reversed the pol 
icy of father-in-law, chenged his name 
from Tut-Ankhb-Aton to Tut-Ankh-Amen 
as a symbol of his reversion, and went 
back to Thebes as the seat of his gov. 
ernment. 

Merenptah, who is regarded by most 
authorities os the Pheraoh of the 
Exodus, reigned 1225 B. C., or about 
125 years before Tut-Ankh-Amen.

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Too Much Carelessness 


Results of investigation and the 
compilation of statistics by the Highway 
department of Massachusetts and by 
the Pennsylvania railroad bring to light 
some interesting statements on the 
causes for automobile accidents. The 
officials of the Pennsylvaniajsystem were 
particularly interested in tracing the 


causes for accidents at grade crossings 
and over a period of four months, they 
have investigated, by a system of 
watchers, over 100,000 motor car 
operators as they crossed railroad tracks. 
They found that approximately 97 per 
cent of the drivers performed their 
duties in a safe and sane manner and 
that the remaining three per cent mis- 
behaved in various ways, chiefly on ac- 
count of improper brakes. There were 
cases of automobiles running over cross- 
ings and into the sides of moving trains, 
of other cars which merely were unable 
to stop at the signal of the crossing 
tender, and one case where an intoxi- 
eated driver ran off the boards at a 
crossing, stalled his truck across a fast 
line track, and the oncoming train was 
derailed with serious results to many 
persons. The company’s investigators 
noted particularly that a very small 
proportion of the accidents happened 
after dark, contrary to the usual belief. 

The Massachusetts Highway Depart- 
ment found the same thing true in their 
investigations, which have extended 
over_the past year, that less than one- 
third of the fatal accidents in the state 
during 1922 occurred after dark. Ap- 
proximately seventy per cent of the 
fatal accidents took place on dry pave- 
ments, about one-fifth of the total 
number occurred at intersecting streets 
and at least three-fourths of the re- 
mainder took place on a straight road. 

The statistics bring out one point 
very clearly; that comparatively few 
fatal accidents may be traced to the 
drunken driver, while the cause as- 
signed to the greatest number of fatali- 
ties was “reckless driving.”” Naturally, 
perhaps, it was found that in a great 
many cases of reckless driving, the 
brakes on the car were in a defective 
condition. The department finds, how- 
ever, that aside from actual reckless 
driving, the one situation which brings 
about more accidents than any other 
comes from the man who turns onto the 
left of the road to pass another vehicle 
going in his direction. This situation 
has of course been aggravated by the 
increasing number of trucks on the road, 
the resultant slowing of a stream of 
traffic, and the desire of the pleasure car 
driver to travel faster than 15 to 20 
miles an hour. 

It seems almost impossible, under the 
present layout of highways, to conceive 
any system of traffic which will permit 
the use of trucks on the road and at the 
same time allow the pleasure car driver 
to travel at a reasonable rate of speed 
without endangering his own life and 
that of others by having continually to

In the meantime the state is doing its 
best to make auto travel safe for every- 
one, driver and pedestrian alike, with 
brake inspections, patrolling of much- 
travelled roads, inspection of lights, and 
a general supervision of through traffic 
which must eventually limit the exis- 
tence of the license of the reckless 
driver. Not many of us are reckless 
drivers, willfully, but too many of us are 
careless about the way in which we drive 
at times. We are prone to let the little 
things go, to put off the tightening of 
loose brakes or the relining of worn 
ones, “until tomorrow.” 

Theré were approximately 20,000 
persons injured in automobile accidents 
in Massachusetts last year. The num- 
ber of cars on the road in 1923 will 
probably exceed the 1922 quantity by at 
least 30 per cent. No man can consider 
himself a good citizen of the common- 
wealth if he permits himself to drive a 
car which is not in a safe condition. 
Most certainly those accidents which re- 
sult from pure carelessness can be pre- 
vented to a large extent if motorists will 
but realize their obligations in the 
matter. 


Editorial Cinders 
The cry which comes forth from the 
conference of school committee members 
and superintendents which was held at 
the State House last Friday, seems to be 
a pretty severe condemnation of “read- 
in’, ’ritin and ’rithmetic,” and a strong 
commendation of that schedule of edu- 
cation which includes a goodly propor- 
tion of vocational training. Perhaps the 
gentlemen will be proved to be right in 
their beliefs, but in view of the variance 
of opinion on the subject it does seem 
poor policy for a group of educators to 
put their unqualified stamp of approval 
on a statement which holds up to ridi- 
cule those subjects which have been con- 
sidered the foundation of education for 
so many generations.

Rules Governing the Issue of Fire 
Permits 


The following rules governing the issue of 
fire permits have been sent out by M. C. 
Hutchins, state fire warden, department of 
conservation, State House, Boston: 


Permits are required from March 1 to 
December 1. 

Permits must not be issued during a 
drouth. You must be absolutely sure that 
the person procuring the permit has sufficient 
help to keep the fire under control. 

Permits for debris, fields, gardens or or- 
chards—2 days. : 

Permits for burning following lumbering 
or wood cutting operations—? to 20 days. 

Permits for county or state institutions— 
30 days. 

Permits for railroad section men—30 days. 

Permits for Boy Scouts or similar organi- 
zations at permanent camp sites—30 days. 

Permits for hikes cover time of hikes only. 

_ Wardens should know the day and if pos- 
sible, the hour when permit fires are to be 
started. The law must be strictly enforced 
and violators fined or made to pay the cost 
of extinguishment. 

Section men must burn ties on rainy days 
only and must entirely extinguish all fires 
before leaving at night. 

_ The commissioner has power to discon- 
tinue the issue and revoke all permits when 
in his opinion weather conditions justify the 
same.

Obituaries 


MRS. LYNDON S. CRAWFORD 


News has been received of the death, in 
Trebizond, Turkey, of Mrs. Lyndon S. 
Crawford. The reports are very merge’. and 
say only that she contracted typhus and was 
unable to survive the attack. 

Olive Newell Twichell was born in Plants- 
ville, Conn., in 1854. She attended Ahbhot 
academy, from which she graduated in 1876. 
She taught in this country until 1881, when 
she went out to Turkey as a missionary. 
She was located in Constantinople, Broussa. 
and from 1895 on in Trebizond, on the Black 
Sea. She married Dr. Lyndon S. Crawford 
in 1890. With her husband nad her two 
children she svent the vear 1897-1898 in An- 
oihgs In 1919-1920, she spent another year 

ere, 

During the war, Trebizond was the center 
of several military operations; and thouch 
both she and Dr. Crawford were repeatedly 
advised to leave, they remained at their 
posts. Dr Crawford died there in September 
1918; and Mrs. Crawford, staying on alone, 
carried on the work of the mission, which 
then consisted chiefly in the administration 
of relief and the care of orphans. After a 
year’s furlough in America, she returned to 
the field in which she had worked so long. 

During the past year her efforts were 
directed almost entirely in caring for the 
large number of refugees that were sent 
down from the interior to the Port of Trebi- 
zond, for deportation. The congestion was 
so great and the destitution so terrible, that 
she was forced, in her efforts to alleviate the 
confusion and the suffering, to expend all her 
frail strength. It is probable that this left 
her unable to resist the final illness from 
which she died. 

She is survived by two sisters, Mrs. Alfred 
H. Hall and Miss Julia E. Twichell of 43 
Bartlet street; a daughter, Mrs. John -G. 
Hun, of Princeton, N. J.; and a son, Douglas 
Crawford, of 36 Morton street. 


REV. WARREN D. BIGELOW 


Rev. Warren D. Bigelow, who for several 
years has been the summer preacher in 
Christ church and was known to many 
people in Andover, died Monday night at 
his home, 8 Cliff street, Roxbury. He con- 
tracted a cold which developed into vneu- 
monia and he died after only a week’s illness. 

Mr. Bigelow was born in Boston and was 
the son of Calvin and Lucy (Daniels) Bige- 
low. He prepared for college at the Roxbury 
Latin School, and at both Harvard and Yale 
he received degrees, getting his A.B. from the 
first-named college in 1898 and his A.M. the 
following year; and from Yale his B.D. in 
1902. At the outset of his ministerial educa- 
tion Mr. Bigelow was a Congregationalist, 
but following his theological training for the 
Episcopal ministry he was made first deacon 
and then ordained priest by Bishop Law- 
rence in 1911. He was presented for ordina- 
tion by Rev. C. W. Henry of thistown. That 
same year he became rector of St. Peter’s 
Church in the Boylston section of Jamaica 
Plain, serving fora short time before that in 
Lexington. Later he was attached to the 
staff of St. Paul’s Cathedral. Before af- 
filiating himself with the Episcopal Church, 
Mr. Bigelow was for a time settled over the 
Congregational Church at Guilford, Conn. 
For the last ten months he had supplied at 
St. Paul’s church in Malden. : 

Mr. Bigelow married in 1918, Miss Maude 
A. Sampson, daughter of the late E. B. 
Sampson of Jamaica Plain. She and a sister, 
Miss Eliza B. Bigelow of Columbus, O., 
survive him. 
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USUALLY FOLLOWS FLU 


Surgeon Gcneral Cummings Tells 
About Sleeping Sickness, 


Washington.— While reports of 
cases of “sleeping sickness” are reach- 
ing the Public Health Service from 
various parts of the country, Sur- 
geon General Hugh 8S. Cumming said 
that the service had no statistics 
sufficiently reliable to warrant a state- 
ment as to the extent of the disease 
throughout the United States, 

“Encephalitis lethargica, or sleeping 
sickness, as it is popularly known, is 
reportable by physicians in only com- 
paratively few states,” said the sur- 
geon general. “In the larger part of 
the country the only data available 
are based on newspaper reports. More- 
over, the disease is rather easy to 
confuse with some other diseases, and 
its prevalence is, therefore, likely to 
he unduly magnified, 

“Thus, in an investigation made by 
Dr. H. F. Smith of the public health 
service, of the 1918-19 epidemic, 22 
per cent of the supposed cases had to 
be excluded as being really cerebro- 
spinal meningitis. cerebral syphillis, 
brain abscess, tuberculosis meningitis, 
epilepsy, pollomyelitis, hysteria, or 
neute alcoholism, 

“The disease a»npears to be only 
difficultly commun'cnble. Not a single 
secondary case is known to have oc- 
curred in the immnediate familes of 
the patients repor‘ed in 1918-19, al- 
though some 900 persons were ex- 
posed. 

“The fatality is rather high. Of the 
1o9 cases studied !y Smith, death re- 
sulted in 46, 6r 29 per cent. 

“It is interesting, though perhaps 
not significant, thut the peak of the 
outbreak of 1918-1) was reached in 
New York City in January. In Vir- 
ginia in February, and in Louisiana, 
Texas and Illinois in March. In Cali- 
fornia the largest number of cases 
reported in any one month was in 
April. Whether this progress was re- 
lated: to the season of the year, or was 
merely a result of the spread of the 
disease, is not known, Comparison 
with the present spread may throw 
some light on the subject. 

“The disease ix slow in develop- 
ment and long in duration. The period 
of convalescence ix vatinble; in some 
cases recovery is completed within two 
weeks after the subsidence of the acute 
symptoms, but in others it is pro- 
longed and leaves its record on the 
mind, on certain muscles and on the 
nerves of the cranium, The mental 
troubles, however. usually pass off 
eventually, 

“The appearance of encephalitis in 
epidemic form has, except for one ep!l- 
demic reported from Austria, always 
been followed by an epidemic of influ- 
enza, Forty-six per tet of the casés 
studied by Doctor Sinlth had had In- 
fluenza and 54 per cent had not. The 
Influenza attack rate has been ascribed 
to the lowering of ‘lhe vitality of the 
patients by the inf!-cnza, but has also 


been explained as ' ving really due to 
nnother attack of in‘juenza which has 
invaded the central 1 ervous system of 
the body. Whether «r not there is any 


connection betwecr the two diseases 
has not yet been « ‘ablished.”

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GAIN SHOWN IN 
NATION’S HEALTH 


Decreasing Death Rate From 
Contagious Diseases in 
Twenty-Year Period. 


Washington.—The country should 
be congratulated on the big improve- 
ment in the health of the people be- 
tween 1900 and 1920, according to 
Surgeon General H, 8. Cumming of 
the United States public health serv- 
ice, who has just issued a bulletin 
on the subject, 

During that 20-year period there 
was a marked decrease In the death 
rate for typhoid, malaria, scarlet 
fever, diphtheria and croup, tuber- 
culosis of the lungs, meningitis, bron- 
chitis and all forms of pneumonia, 

Heart Ailments Lead. 

As compared with 1900, there were 
in 1920 increases in the death rates 
for influenza, whooping cough, cancer 
and other malignant tumors, diabetes, 
cerebral liemorrhage and . softening 
and organic diseases of the heart. 

The largest number of deaths to 
100,000 of population in 1920, as dis- 
closed by the census figures, were due 
to organic diseases of the heart, with 
pneumonia, tuberculosis of the lungs, 
acute nephritis, Bright's disease, can- 
eer and malignant tumor and cerebral 
hemorrhage and softening coming 
next. 

Although later figures are not com- 
plete, the census bureau announces 
that provisional figures for the first 
nine months of 1922 indicate a slightly 
higher average death rate than for the 
corresponding period in 1921, 

The death rate for the first nine 
months in 1922 to 1,000 of population 
was 11.7, as against 11.6 for the same 
nine-month period of 1921.

Recent Escanaba Fever Hoax Re- 
calls Fasting Young Women 
Who Astonished Sages.

Sew York.-—Temperatures as high 
s Hf degrees Fahrenheit, registered 
with the ald of a hot-water bottle by 
Miss Evelyn Lyons, who fooled the 
doctors of her home town, Escanaba, 
Mich.. for more than two weeks, are 
qetually recorded sometimes in cases 
of sunstroke, according to local med- 
feal authorities, who explain that the 
patient always dies within four or five 
hours untess the temperature Is re 
duced. Uysterical temperature or 
thermal ataxia, occasionally will run 
as high as 108 or 110 degrees without 
giving permanent Injury, according to 
gome medical textbooks, 

The young woman of Escanaba was 
described as a “hysterical malingerer” 
yy Dr. Morris Fishbein, editor of the 
Journul of the American Medical As- 
gociition, who investigated her strange 
case und exposed her deception. It 
was found that Miss Lyons was run- 
ning 2 slight temperature, due prob- 
ably to injuries she is said to have 
received in an automobile accident, 
Miss Lyons’ case suggests the cases 
of the “fasting girls"—found ds far 
back as the Middle Ages—whose de- 
ceptions, usually the result of hys- 
teria, convinced many learned men 
of their time that they were able, with 
the aid of some mysterious power, to 
live for long periods without eating. 

Hysteria, in the opinion of many 
medical nuthorities, is’ certain to be 
accompanied by mental changes, in 
some cases disclosing only a lack of 
balance and will power, the partial 
loss of twemory, or in other cases re- 
eurring melancholy, sudden emotional 
outbursts, less of Judgment and disre- 
gard of truth. One of the marked 
symptoms of the affliction is a crav- 
ing for sympathy, 

The Inst two symptoms were the 
basis for the strange actions of the 
“fysting girls’ and self-mutilating 
martyrs, as well as of persons who 
sometimes pretended they were suf- 
fering from paralysis, tumor, stone In 
the bndder, and who often were eager 
to submit to surgical operations, 

The story of a nun at Leicester 
whe was said to have taken no nour. 
isiwent for seven years, yet preserved 
ber srength and health, attracted the 
avebten of tlugh. bishop of Lincoln 
in 1225, He assigned 15 clerks to ob- 
serve the subject without relaxing 
their vigil, When the clerks reported 
to the bishop that they had followed 
his instructions and had found that 
the nun took no food, the bishop said 
he was convinced of the genuineness 
of the nun's claims. 

Grew Without Eating. 

“One of the most striking cases in 
the early part of the modern era was 
that of Margaret Weiss, a girl of ten 
years Who lived at Rode, a small town 
near Spires. A history of the case of 
the little girl was left by Geraldus 
Bucoldianus, whose patient she was. 
The girl was said to have taken no 
food or drink for three years, during 
which time she continued to grow, to 
walk about, laugh and enjoy herself 
Uke other normal children of her own 
age. She was,said to have suffered 
greatly from hysterin during the first 
year. 

The child played her part so well 
that she was sent home to her friends 
by order of the king after she had 
heen watched persistently and de- 
¢lared to be no dissimulator by Doctor 
Rucoldiannus and the parish priest. 

“Doctor Rucoldianus appears to 
have heen somewhat staggered,” says 
Tr. William A. Hammond in his book 
™ “Fasting Girls,” for he asks very 
Pertinently: “Whence comes the ani- 
mal heat, since she neither eats nor 
drinks, and why does the body grow 
When nothing goes Into it?” 

Symptoms of the “fasting girls” 
varied. ond there were some who were 
reported to have heen marked In a 
Miraculous manner with the wounds 
received by Christ at Crucifixion, One 
“f the most recent cases of  ab- 
Stinence from food with stigmitization 
Was reported widely about six months 
No in some of the newspapers of 
New York city,

Temperatures 
will run as high as 107 degrees in 
cases of malarial fever, but they 
come right down again. Otherwise 
the issue is fatal.” 

The mean average temperature of 
man fs 98.4 degrees by mouth. fis 
temperature is marked by daily varia- 
tons, the lowest point usually being 
reached from two to four o’clock in 
the morning and the highest after eut- 
ing. The normal range is tess than 
2 degrees. Death usually follows 
temperatures below 80 degrees and 
above 106, but variations from 75 de- 


grees to 112 have been recorded 
where the patients survived. 
Compared with the mean average 


temperature of 98.4 degrees in man 
some of the lower animals show mark- 
edly higher temperatures. The spar- 
row, for instance, has a temperature 
of 110.-The- temperature of the horse 
varies from 99 to 100 degrees, the ox 
100 to 101, the cow 101 to 102, sheep 
104 to 105, the dog 100 to 101, the 
cat 100. the pig 101 to 108, the rab.

HAITI PROSRESS 


Navy. Officers Re:ort on Work 
Accomplished in 1922 as 
Showing Success. 


Port-au-Prince, Halti—The techni 
cal skill, the energy, the intelligence 
und the Hird work of certain officers 
of the American navy, all are being 
expended in the interests of the Island 
of Haiti and its people, And the year 
1922 was one of peace and progress, 
Much was accomplished, and the work 
is still going on under Americen lead- 
ership. The Americans are teaching 
the Haitians to help themselves; they 
are endeavoring to train the Haitian 
personnel so that they may eventually 
displace all foreigners In islend admin- 
istration. Co-operation between the 
two elements, to this end, undoubtedly 
is making headway. | 

Early this year the American heads 
of departments made reports on the 
results of their lubors In 1922 to John 
H. Russell, the American high com- 
missioner for Hhiiti, covering activities 
In the sunitury service, in fire protec: 
tien, In police work, In public works, 
such as irrigntion, road building. and 
communications, in the better lighting 
of the coasts of Haiti, and in increased 
shipping. | 

Cpidemics Checked. 

The so-called prison disease, which 
in the old regime claimed 1,300 out 
of an everage of 2,020 prisoners, has 
been reduced to the vanishing point! 
In 1922 the percentage of deaths in the 
prisons was .017. ‘The death rite of 
the gendarines, numbering 2,414 Hal- 
tiuns, fell to the rate of 5.11 per 
thousand. 

The completion of the intensive, 
campaign against smallpox assures 
the prevention of its spread for sev- 
ernl years, and the recent severe epi+, 
demic of cholerine, a ferm of bacilla 
dysentery. hus been hirgely wiped out. 

That the Huitians are responding 
in grently increased number to the 
free opportunities of Atmerican  sur- 
gical und medical treatment is evinced 
by the fact that in the year 23,316 
applied for treatment, gs compared to 
7,805 for the preceding, year. live free, 
dispensaries were opened in interior 
sections where medical facilities were 
nonexistent for a radius of several’ 
niles. 

The gendarmes have been encour-, 
uged in field and track sports, besket- 
ball, baseball, seccer and boxing, to 
their phystcal improvement. 

Rifle Practice Taught. 

All gendarmes, in addition to their, 
military training, ave receiving a free 
grammar school course that has en- 
couraged eplistnient and caused favor- 
able coment among the faithins, ~ For 
the first time In its history every man 
In the gendarmerie has Leen thor- 
oughly instructed in rifle practice, and 
the contests held have developed 
marksmanship of a surprisingly high 
quality. The regi:t:tion of all vehicle; 
trate and the reg stration of foreign- 
ers were nssumed by the gendar- 
merie in the closing months of the 
year, 

Port-au-Prince is now — protected 
against disastrous fires through the 
recent completion of a sult water high 
pressure system, The equipment of 
the capital's fire fighting forces now 
comprises two modern chemical end 
equipment motor trucks and @ recently, 
acquired American horse-drawn engine 
in which the firemen, resplendent in 
crimson shirts and sh/ning, brass hel- 
mets, race to the fires. ' 

The department of public works has 
operated irrigation service In three of 
the leading pliins where cgricultare ts 
almost wholly dependent upon irriga- 
tion, made prelininury Investigations 
of other needed irsigation projects, and 
determined that fully 100,000 acres of 
at present unproductive land in’ the 
great plain of the Artibonite ere capa 
ble of irrigation.

PRINCIPLE 1S NOT “MODERN” 


Ancient Egyptians Built Chariot 
Wheels That Correspond to Those 
Used on Autos Today. 

Speculation on how many ages ago 
the basic principle of the modern motor 
car Wheel wag discovered has been re- 
vived sharply by the find of several 
richly ornamented chariot wheels in 
the tomb of King Tut-Ankh-Amen at 
Luxor, Egypt. 

Expert scrutiny shows remarkably 
“modern” notions in these wheels 
which carried Egypt’s Pharaohs thirty- 
five hundred years ago. The hub, spoke 
and rim construction have graceful 
outlines combined with great strength. 
The wheels were used on chariots 
probably designed for war, which in- 
volved driving at top speed across 
rough ground and often crashing into 
other war chariots. 

One way the motive engineers of 
the ancient king’s time gained the 
desired wheel strength was by using 
an excessively long hub with a small 
diameter to reduce friction and help 
in holding alignment. Motor car hubs 
today make use of the principle. In 
the bronze used for spindles and bear- 
ings the Egyptians had a_ bearing 
metal modern workers never have been 
able to duplicate. The tempering of 
bronze to marvelous hardness is re- 
garded as a lost art. 

King “Tut” had “puncture proofs,” 
too, but their construction hardly 
would be practical for the average 
modern motorist. Several of the richly 
ornamented chariot wheels unearthed 
had tires of gold.—Kansas City Star. 


Jujutsu in High School. 

The Japanese high school at Hone 
lulu has opened a class in jujutsu for 
girls. This step was taken because of 
the many recent reports of assaults 
upon women and girls in Honolulu, 
and from the results that are being 
obtained from the instruction in the 
Nipponese art of personal protection 
it is believed that the next person who 
attempts to molest a Japanese girl 
will meet with a surprise. 

Graduates from the course are ex- 
pected to be able to defend themselves 
against the attacks of much larger per- 
sons and to inflict swift counter-pun- 
ishment. 

The small stature of the Japanese 
girls is expected to be no handicap. 
More than forty girls are enrolled in 
the classes.

DOES AWAY WITH THE HISS 


Recent Invention Also Captures Har- 
monics Which Hitherto ,Have 
Been Completely Lost. 


A new use has been found for the 
remarkable device which photographs 
sound on motion picture film and then 
reproduces the sound from the film. 
Cc. A. Hoxie, the inventor, has now 
devised a pickup or microphone, using 
the principle of the pallophotophone 
reproducer, 

The microphone is the link between 
the artist or instrument in the studio 
and the electrical circuit; it converts 
or transforms the variations of tone 
into corresponding variations of cur- 
rent. Microphones now in general use 
are constructed on the principle of the 
telephone transmitter in which the 
compression or expansion of granular 
carbon affects the electric current, 

In the pallophotophone pickup a 
very sensitive diaphragm is set vibrat- 
ing by sound. The movement of the 
diaphragm is communicated to a mir- 
ror three sixty-fourths of an inch 
square, A strong light strikes the 
dancing mirror, which reflects the light 
beam at a sensitive Nght cell. The 
variation in the beam of light, caused 
by the vibration of the mirror, varies 
the effect on the light cell and thus 
produces a corresponding variation in 
the electric circuit. Amplification ts 
then obtnuined in the ordinary way by 
means of pliotrons. 

The new pickup eliminates the hiss 
which accompanies the use of the ordl- 
nary microphone; it {s More sensitive 
and responds more rendily and accu- 
rately to sound waves, capturing har- 
monies which would ordinarily be lost. 
—Exchange.
